Proposed Legislation Sets 
Timeline tor $.F Public Bank

One task force down, two to go 
in San Francisco’s quest for a public 
bank. 

Armed with permission from the 
state, San Francisco may soon estab- 
lish its second task force on the topic 
thanks to legislation introduced by Su- 
pervisor Sandra Lee Fewer Tuesday. 

A previous task force met for nearly 
a year simply to discuss the feasibility. 

Moving San Francisco’s money 
from Wall Street banks into its own 
bank would allow the city to choose 
how taxpayer funds are invested, 
advocates say. Instead of private pris- 
ons and oil pipelines, the city could 
pick something more in line with its 
priorities, like affordable housing and 
renewable energy. 

“A public bank in San Francisco 
would allow the city to have more local 
control, transparency, self-determina- 
tion, and deepen critical community 
investments in affordable housing, 
small business development, loans to 
low-income households, public infra- 
structure, renewable energy, and ad- 
dressing the student debt crisis,” Few- 
er said in a statement. “San Francisco 
should lead the pack in this effort, and 
today’s legislation moves us one step 
closer to realizing the creation of a 
public bank.” 

The latest task force would ease San 
Francisco into the change by first com- 
ing up with a business plan for a bank 
known as an Economic Development 
Financial Institution (EDFI) that’s not 
fully developed and doesn’t take de- 
posits. This would limit the first phase 
of the bank strictly to lending focused 
on affordable housing production and 
preservation, small businesses, and 
public infrastructure. 

The nine-member task force would 
meet at least monthly and be required 
to submit the plan by June 2020. By 
December 2020, another plan would 
be due to enter the trickier, second 
phase: turning it into a fully-fledged 
public bank capable of taking deposits. 

Under the hard-fought Assembly 
Bill 857, put forward by San Francisco 
Assemblymember David Chiu, the 
state can issue two public banking 
licenses a year. That requires a feasibil- 
ity study and business plan, which San 
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Francisco is ahead on. 

But the ability to obtain a license 
sunsets in seven years. Though it 
could be extended, Fewer’s legislation 
requires the EDFI to apply for a public 
bank license within three years of its 
launch, and to become operational as a 
public bank within five years. Creating 
an EDFI first allows San Francisco 
to begin a soft launch without going 
through the steps of obtaining FDIC 
insurance and other regulatory hur- 
dles required by AB 857. 

“We are trying to be careful and 
intentional about how we are plan- 
ning for a public bank,” said Chelsea 
Boilard, Fewer’s legislative aide. “We 
are closer than we've ever been.” 

The push for a public bank within 
City Hall can be traced back to 2011, 
at the height of the Occupy movement

when then-Supervisor John Avalos 
sought a study. Progress stalled until 
former Supervisor Malia Cohen called 
for a feasibility task force, which met 
throughout 2018, propelled by divest- 
ment activists. After some bumps, the 
treasurer’s office released its report 
that estimated a fully-fledged bank 
would take $119 million in start-up 
costs and 56 years to break even. (A 
hearing on how they got to this num- 
ber is anticipated for December or 
early January.) 

“This is a result of the grassroots 
movements led by working-class orga- 
nizers who just want a fairer economy 
and livable planet for future genera- 
tions,’ said Jackie Fielder from the San 
Francisco Public Bank Coalition, of the 
legislation. 

Now, the public bank fever has

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hit City Hall. The 
Board of Supervi- 
sors unanimously 
co-sponsored and 
passed a resolution 
calling for a bill like 
AB 857 in March 
and have pushed the 
treasurer's office to 
think bigger. Before 
its introduction, 
Fewer’s legislation 
has Supervisors 
Shamann Walton, 
Gordon Mar, Aaron 
Peskin, Vallie Brown, 
and Matt Haney as 
cosponsors.

Affordable Housing 
Wins Big in Off- 
Year Election

San Francisco has passed its biggest hous- 
ing bond to date. 

Proposition A, a $600 million affordable housing 
bond, raked in 71 percent of votes as of Sunday. The 
housing measure needed a two-thirds majority to 
clear approval. 

Mayor London Breed and Supervisor Norman Yee 
took the lead with stakeholders to craft the bond, 
which was introduced at $300 million. In its final 
form, it doles out $150 million for public housing, 
$220 million for low-income housing, $60 million 
for middle-income housing and preservation, $150 
million for senior housing, and $20 million for edu- 
cator housing. 

Even before the Department of Elections said 
ballot processing is mostly complete on Sunday, 
supporters cheered its passage. Proposition E, which 
allowed affordable housing to be built on public land, 
also passed with 76 percent approval. 

“We know that the two main barriers to meeting 
our affordable housing needs are limited land and 
available funding, and I’m elated that San Francisco 
voters overwhelmingly approved Propositions A and 
E to tackle these issues,’ said Supervisor Sandra Lee 
Fewer, one of Prop. E’s authors, in a statement. “This 
election showed that San Franciscans overwhelming- 
ly support prioritizing more affordable housing for 
our seniors, educators, and working families in every 
neighborhood across San Francisco.” 

All-but-official-passage of the two measures 
follows a Budget and Legislative Analyst report re- 
leased in October that found high-income housing 
production exceeding needs for future planning. San 
Francisco must build 15,629 units for low-income 
earners through 2026 but only has 1,626 in the 
pipeline. 

Educators are included in this need, which is 
where Prop. E comes into play. It allows 100 per- 
cent affordable housing to be built on public land. 
The San Francisco Unified School District is in the 
process of building 130 units for educators at the 
Francis Scott Key Annex in the Outer Sunset, a first 
for the city. 

The Board of Supervisors and Breed are also 
united in supporting Prop. E, but only after a wacky 
back-and-forth of competing measures that were 
eventually consolidated into one. A similar tussle is 
underway for the competing mental health reform 
measures slated for the March 2020 ballot. 

“Prop. E’s overwhelming victory proves the 
readiness of San Francisco voters to open up zoning 
in the outer neighborhoods that have not seen af- 
fordable housing in decades,” said Fernando Marti, 
co-director of the Council of Community Housing 
Organizations, ina statement. “People across the 
city do want housing in their neighborhoods, afford- 
able to their neighbors, their seniors, their children, 
and their teachers.”

Elderly Pedestrian 
Dies Days After 
Potrero Hill 
Collision

An elderly man succumbed to brain 
injuries from a Potrero Hill collision last week, 
the medical examiner confirmed Friday. 

The driver of a sedan struck Jesus Oc- 
ampo on Nov. 2 around 8:45 a.m., leaving 
him with a critical brain injury on 16th and 
De Haro streets. He was transported to the 
nearby Zuckerberg San Francisco General 
Hospital. 

Police did not arrest the driver, described 
as a 39-year-old man. 

But by Friday, Ocampo succumbed to his 
injuries, Bay City News reports. He was 77 
years old. 

“We grieve yet another life lost to traffic 
violence,” said Jodie Medeiros, executive 
director of pedestrian advocacy group Walk 
San Francisco. “We hold the loved ones of 
the victim close in our thoughts.” 

Ocampo marks the 25th person to die 
in a traffic-related incident in 2019 so far, 
by SF Weekly’s count. This surpasses the 23 
deaths in all of 2018, slipping further away 
from San Francisco’s Vision Zero goals. 

He was also hit just two days after 
69-year-old Pilsoo Seong was killed by a 
driver in the Mission District on Halloween. 

While Ocampo was fighting to survive, 
the Board of Supervisors unanimously 
approved a resolution to declare a state of 
emergency for pedestrian and cyclist fatali- 
ties. Ocampo marks the 17th death that fits 
under that category. 

The resolution urges, though not forces, 
the San Francisco Municipal Transportation 
Agency to prioritize street safety improve- 
ments. This includes doubling the number 
of red-light cameras, re-timing traffic lights, 
letting pedestrians cross an intersection in 
all directions (known as a scramble) and ex- 


Rasputin Music, the iconic 
Bay Area record store chain, will be 
closing its Haight Ashbury location, 
its last storefront in San Francisco. 
Employees were informed Fri- 
day. The Haight Ashbury Rasputin 
location opened in 2013. 
Rasputin closing its doors is 
the latest in a series of storefronts 
shutting down on Haight Street. 
Christin Evans runs The Book- 
smith on Haight Street, located 
just a few doors down. She is also 
the president of the Haight Ash- 
bury Merchants Association and 
has been active in the economic 
welfare of the street since 2007. 
“There’s about 150 storefronts 


recently than any other time in my 
memory of being on the street,” 
she tells SF Weekly. “Even when we 
had the economic downturn we did 
not see as many storefronts closed 
as we do now.” 

She says she believes the stores 
closing on the street is the result 
of several factors all at once. Some 
storefronts have been closed be- 
cause of soft-story retrofits that 
have been ongoing. In addition 
to rents increasing (you may have 
heard, San Francisco is an expen- 
sive place to live), payroll costs 
have increased and construction on 
Haight Street has impacted street 
traffic. 

“Business [sales] have been 


says. ‘Even on blocks not under 
active construction we've seen 
shops reporting 12 to 15 percent 
reduction in sales.” 

Rasputin Music did not respond 
to repeated requests for comment 
about the closure before press 
time. 

The building has had a “For 
Sale” sign out for some time, 
according to Evans. City records 
show that the land value of the 
property increased from $1.1 mil- 
lion in 2007 to $1.25 million in fis- 
cal year 2016/17. From there, the 
land value spiked to $2.97 million 
in FY 2017/18. Without a change 
in ownership — records don't indi- 
cate such a change — the assessed

With the closure of the Haight 
Ashbury location, Rasputin will 
have six locations still open. Ras- 
putin Music was founded in Berke- 
ley in 1971 by Ken Sarachan. Since 
then, it’s faced a series of closures: 
Stockton and Fairfield earlier this 
year in March, and Powell Street 
in 2016. 

The news, first tweeted out by 
David DeBolt, was confirmed by 
SF Weekly on background speak- 
ing with employees at the Haight 
Street location.

Earlier this year, the SFMTA began a

Approaches, 
Where Does 


Cannabis 
Go Next? 


Legislators and leaders share 
their vision for the future of 
California cannabis reform. 


Last month, California Gov. Gavin 
Newsom left his first official mark on the 
regulated cannabis industry. 

His signature ensured the success 
of AB 37, which will allow the state 
to deviate from the federal tax code 
by permitting licensed cannabis busi- 
nesses to deduct business expenses on 
their taxes. Newsom’s approval also 
meant victory for proponents of SB 34. 
Named in honor of San Francisco com- 
passionate care pioneers Dennis Peron 
and “Brownie” Mary Rathbun, the bill 
codifies language from Proposition 64 
to ensure businesses are allowed to 
give free medical cannabis to low-in- 
come patients and not be subject to 
state taxes for their donations. 


Not every bill focused on cannabis 
was the recipient of Newsom’s sig- 
nature, however. While the governor 
also signed legislation establishing an 
industrial hemp program and defining 
vape cartridge labeling requirements, 
he chose to veto several other bills, 
including SB 305, which would have 
required some health care facilities to 
permit terminally ill patients to con- 
sume cannabis on site. 

As the 2020 election edges closer, 
the time has come to pinpoint what 
advances are most necessary to ensure 
a vibrant, functioning cannabis indus- 
try in the San Francisco Bay Area and 
California at large. 

For State Senator Scott Wiener 
— primary author of SB 34 and repre- 
sentative of California’s 11" district, 
which includes San Francisco — taxes 
and access are the next urgent topics 
on the docket. 

“California legalized 
adult use of cannabis,” 
Wiener says, “but we are 
now over-regulating and 
over-taxing the legal 
market. State taxes are 
too high, regulatory hur- 
dles are high, and many 
cities have effectively 
banned legal cannabis 
entirely. As a result, the 
illicit market continues 
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to thrive, which is both unsafe and in- 
equitable. We desperately need canna- 
bis regulatory and tax reform so that 
the legal market can thrive.” 

To Wiener’s point, some have 
argued that permitting cities to essen- 
tially “opt out” of participating in the 
legal cannabis industry has left wide 
swathes of the state with only illicit 
options to rely on. At present, over 60 
percent of California’s 482 municipali- 
ties have banned brick-and-mortar rec- 
reational cannabis sales. The intent of 
Prop. 64 was never to make cannabis 
available only for major urban areas 
like San Francisco and Los Angeles, but 
the longer the majority of the state re- 
fuses to embrace the will of the people, 
the more talent, resources, and infra- 
structure will inevitably be condensed 
into a few areas rather than spread 
more widely across the state. 

















As a national nonprofit focused on 
turning public opinion in favor of legal- 
ized, responsible cannabis use, NORML 
(National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws) has been working to 
shape policy and expand education on 
cannabis since 1970. Ellen Komp, Cali- 
fornia NORML's Deputy Director, is also 
concerned about tax rates and what she 
calls “cannabis deserts” — referring to 
the 60 percent of the state where recre- 
ational sales are currently not permitted. 

Komp notes that one bill aimed 
at lowering taxes — AB 286 — was 
unfortunately stalled this year as the 
legislature opted to wait for a report (due 
on Jan. 1) expected to underscore the 
necessity of nonprofit collectives. 

“[SB 34] will help some patients,” 
Komp says, “but with few localities allow- 
ing outdoor cultivation — even of the six 

plants per parcel required 
in Prop. 64 — many of 
those who can’t grow at 
home or afford retail prices 
are still left out in the cold.” 
In addition to NORML's 
desire for AB 286 to find 
its way to Gov. Newsom's 
desk in 2020, Komp also 
expresses disappointment 
over the fate of AB 1465 
(which would have allowed 
for separate licensing for 
consumption rooms) and

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SB 625 — aka the “party bus” bill. In the 
case of the latter, Komp faults “bad media 
reporting” for the public’s failure to grasp 
the intent of the law. 

“Tt would have regulated party buses 
to require walled-off driver compart- 
ments, not allowed for buses,” she says. 
“They were allowed for in Prop. 64. In- 
stead [we now have] a ban on cannabis 
use in limos and buses passed via a trans- 
portation bill.” 

Finally, there’s Lindsay Robinson, 
who serves as the Executive Director 
of the California Cannabis Industry 
Association. Advocating on behalf of 
over 500 California businesses employ- 
ing approximately 15,000 employees, 
Robinson says the CCIA has two familiar 
objectives heading into 2020: access and 
affordability. 

“California’s regulated cannabis indus- 
try is still in survival mode while the illicit 
market thrives,’ Robinson says. “This 
undersells the regulated market and en- 
dangers consumers. We must find ways 
to course-correct through policy reform.” 

From legislators to public policy advo- 
cates to representatives from the indus- 
try, the message is becoming abundantly 
clear: if the specter of the illicit market is 
ever to be vanquished for good, it appears 
lower taxes and increased access must be 
California’s chief concerns in 2020. 
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Whois 
eligible for 
paid sick 
leave?

This week’s question comes from An- 
gelain Berkeley, who asks:

e | work part-time at a restau- 
rant to help pay for school. My mother 
is not in great health and lives alone, so 
sometimes I’m the only person who can 
help her when she’s too sick to perform 
daily functions. I’ve heard that even 
shift workers in California earn paid 
sick leave, but I don’t understand how 
that works or if I can use it to take care 
of my mother. I’m afraid to ask my em- 
ployer in case they think they should 
stop scheduling me for as many shifts.”

A e Thank you for your question, 


Angela. Iam sorry to hear about your 


mother and the tough situation you 
find yourself in. Luckily, both the state 
of California and the city of Berkeley 
have paid sick leave (“PSL”) laws that 
should offer you some comfort. By law, 
your employer is required to post a no- 
tice of your rights to paid sick leave ina 
conspicuous place at the worksite. 


California’s Healthy Workplace 
Healthy Family Act of 2014 provides 
the equivalent of one PSL hour per 30 
hours worked by any employee who 
works for at least 30 days within the 
state for a given employer, with very 
limited exceptions. Unless you work 
on an airplane crew or are a member 
of a union that has explicitly waived 
PSL rights by contract, you are cov- 
ered by PSL protections. Employees 
begin accruing PSL hours on the first 
day of employment and may begin 
to use them starting on the 90th 
calendar day of employment. Em- 
ployers must record the number of 
PSL hours accrued by all non-exempt 
employees on end of pay-period wage 
statements and retain all records of 
PSL hour accrual and use for three 
years. If an employee is rehired by an 
employer within one year of the date 
of separation, all previously accrued 
PSL hours must be immediately re- 
instated. PSL hours must be paid on 
the payday for the next payroll period 
as usual, at the average hourly wage 


TAY [TEs 
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over the previous 90 days of employ- 
ment. 

Where city and state laws conflict, 
employees enjoy the rights provid- 
ed by the more protective policy. 
Effective October 2017, the City of 
Berkeley’s minimum wage ordinance 
further protects PSL rights for any 
employee who works at least 2 hours 
in a calendar work week within the 
city. Another difference between the 
protections provided by the state and 
city involves the maximum number 
of PSL hours an employee may use 
and accrue over each year of em- 
ployment. California law allows all 
employers to cap use of PSL hours to 
24 per year and cap accrual at 48 per 
year. The City of Berkeley’s ordinance 
provides different limits for smaller 
employers (with 24 or fewer employ- 
ees) versus larger employers (with 
25 or more employees). Smaller em- 
ployers in Berkeley may cap both use 
and accrual of PSL hours at 48 per 
year. The city ordinance allows larger 
employers less leeway, allowing them 
to cap accrual of PSL hours only at 
72 per year and does not allow such 
employers to limit employees’ use of 
PSL at all. 

As to your question about taking 
PSL to care for your mother, PSL 
hours may be used for any medical 
need of an employee or the employ- 
ee’s children, parents, spouse or 


registered domestic partner, grand- 
parents, grandchildren, and siblings. 
Children and parents under this law 
include step, adopted and foster 
children and parents. Additionally, 
Berkeley's ordinance provides the 
employee the ability to designate one 
additional person for whose care PSL 
may be used if that employee does 
not have a spouse or registered do- 
mestic partner. 

An employee must provide their 
employer with “reasonable” advance 
notice of taking PSL if the need is 
foreseeable. For example, an em- 
ployee cannot ask to take paid sick 
leave on the same day for a medical 
appointment scheduled weeks ahead 
of time. However, if the need is not 
foreseeable, such as when your moth- 
er needs you to care for her unex- 
pectedly, the employee must merely 
provide notice as soon as possible. 
Under state law, an employer may 
not require an employee to provide 
documentation of the medical need 
causing the PSL use. 

The law specifically provides that 
if you accumulate paid sick leave 
and take it for a valid reason, your 
employer cannot retaliate against 
you for doing so. There is a rebut- 
table presumption of retaliation if 
the employer takes any negative em- 
ployment action, including reducing 
your scheduled shifts, within 90 days 


of taking PSL; that is, the law will 
presume the employer is retaliating 
unless they provide an unrelated 
lawful business reason for the action. 
If your employer retaliates against 
you for requesting or using a paid 
sick day, you can file a complaint with 
the California Labor Commissioner's 
office or consult with a trial attorney 
to protect your rights.

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How to Make It as a Writer in 


San Francisco 


A vibrant fiction and poetry scene is still alive despite the city's challenges for artists.

The summer before Lori Ostlund 
won the Flannery O’ Connor award for 
short fiction, she was ready to give up 
writing. 

Ostlund was walking through the 
Sunset District with her wife, Anne 
Raeff. At the corner of 19th and Tar- 
aval, as they waited for the light to 
change, Ostlund made her decision. 

“Tam going to quit writing,” she 
said to Raeff. “And I’m going to go back 
to school and get a paralegal degree.” 

In retrospect, Ostlund would’ve 
probably returned to writing — even- 
tually. But that summer was a low 
point for her. Ostlund was worn down 
by rejections from publishers (a com- 











mon affliction in writing), and a career 
in fiction felt unsustainable in an in- 
creasingly expensive San Francisco. 

So Ostlund, lured by the promise 
of financial security, enrolled in San 
Francisco State University’s extension 
program for paralegal studies in 2008. 
That semester, in October, Ostlund 
got a call telling her she had won the 
Flannery O’Connor award for short 
fiction, a prestigious honor that’s been 
publishing some of the best fiction in 
the industry since 1983. 

After that, everything changed. Os- 
tlund ended up quitting the paralegal 
studies program after that first semes- 
ter. In 2009, her winning collection of 
short stories, The Bigness of the World, 
was published by the University of 
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Georgia (publication is one of the priz- 
es of winning the Flannery O’Connor) 
and a career in writing seemed a little 
less bleak. 

Ostlund currently lives with Raeff 
in Ingleside, where writing and teach- 
ing writing is her main career. 

While Ostlund eventually prevailed 
from that low point, carving out a 
name for herself and her work, there’s 
still no doubt that success stories 
in San Francisco’s writing world are 
scarce. But there are ways that writers 
of all forms — veteran writers with 
national recognition, full-time writers 
who manage to work five side-hus- 
tles to make ends meet, writers with 
budding aspirations who carve out 
pockets of time amid their nine-to-five

to scrawl in their notebooks — can 
make it work. That’s why, in honor of 
National Novel Writing Month, the SF 
Weekly spoke to five Bay Area authors 
and poets on how to make it as a writ- 
er in the city. 


50,000 Words, 30 Days 

National Novel Writing Month 
changed R.H. Herron’s life. 

“T have dedicated a couple of books 
to NaNoWriMo,” Herron says. “I could 
not have my career without NaNoW- 
riMo.” 

NaNoWriMo is one of the biggest 
time-crunch challenges any novelist 
can undertake: It requires you to finish 
50,000 words toward a book within the 
month of November. 


NaNoWriMo was what pushed Her- 
ron to finish her first book, How to Knit 
a Love Song, which would be published 
in 2010 — two years after completing 
her first draft of 50,003 words. Since 
her first stint with the novel-writing 
challenge, she’s been an absolute 
believer in NaNoWriMo, having pub- 
lished 17 books since then. Her latest 
one, Stolen Things, is a thriller based on 
her experiences as a 911 dispatcher — 
one of her day jobs before she became 
a full-time writer (with a few side hus- 
tles) a few years ago in 2016. 

“The biggest advice I have is to 
write as fast as you can, and lower your 
expectations as low as they can go,” 
Herron says. “A lot of people get very 
frustrated by writing, because they 
have good reading tastes, and they can 
tell what they have written is not up to 
that standard. And they get frustrated 
and quit.” 

But Herron points out that you 
can always revise later. Getting that 
first draft on paper is the hardest part. 
Getting the words on paper can require 
some trickery. 

“Writing is about how to manipu- 
late yourself into doing it,” Ingrid Ro- 
jas Contreras says. Rojas Contreras is a 
University of San Francisco professor 
and the author of Fruit of the Drunken 
Tree. For her, writing always starts 
with the color blue. 

Wearing royal blue in whatever 
form — a royal blue silk slip, royal blue 
pajamas — is her way of trying to get 
her mind to associate that specific hue 
with writing. Rojas Contreras actually 
has five writing outfits dedicated to 
this, and she won’t let herself wear 
royal blue anytime else. “My body 
starts to not be able to resist,” she says 
about her writing color. Wearing blue 
is about creating discipline, and disci- 
pline is key to finishing any work. 

Jason Bayani, a poet and the ar- 
tistic director of Asian American arts 
group Kearny Street Workshop, knows 
this well. 

“People look for a particular type 
of magic to [writing]. And it’s not 
[magic],” Bayani says. “Yes, there’s a 
lot that’s magical in the act of creation. 
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But at the end of the day, to get there 
is work. And you have to treat it like 
that. You have to treat it as a practice 
— something you keep going at.” 

So how do you make sure you don’t 
burn out? Some people recommend 
writing 1,667 words a day, but Kevin 
Dublin, an operations manager at the 
Writing Salon, has a different strategy. 
He recommends using the archplot 
— a specific story design that some 
call the “classic” structure — or some 
outline and then setting writing goals 
not based on word count, but on plot 
points. 

“You can break it down into 
chunks,” Dublin says. That way the 
work, and the process of making it, will 
be more dynamic. 

After all, at the end of the day, it 
still has to be fun. And if it isn’t — that 
has to change. 

“Throw your plans out the window 
if they seem at all boring to you, and 
start jotting down really exciting 
ideas,” Herron says. “Surprise yourself 
on the page. The more excited we are to 
write a scene, the faster we write it.” 


Surviving as a Writer in the City 

If you ask a writer in the city where 
they live, they might have a similar an- 
swer: “I used to live in San Francisco, 
but I moved out to X, Y, or Z.” 

That’s because San Francisco is not 
an affordable city. It’s a place where 
one-person households making six-fig- 
ures can casually refer to themselves as 
“poor” or “broke,” and people will agree 
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with them without a second thought. 
Or even without a first thought about 
how San Francisco is one of the worst 
cities in the nation for wealth inequal- 
ity, a devastating fact for the city’s art- 
ists who work in fields that can’t rake 
in $100,000 starting salaries. 

“A lot of us are still living below 
the median,” Bayani says. “Yeah, we 
can survive, but what does that do for 
options like having a family, or buying 
a house?” 

At the start of 2019, The New York 
Times published an article asking 
“Does It Pay to Be a Writer?” and the 
answer was very obviously, no. The 
Authors Guild Survey cited showed 
that full-time book authors in America 
earned a median income of $20,300. 
Even writers with successful careers 
can earn significantly below the pov- 
erty line. 

“It’s expensive. Even though there’s 
interest out here, it’s still like — espe- 
cially for poets — how do you get peo- 
ple to buy books?” Bayani says. “How 
do you get support in the city?” 

Bayani believes that as far as city 
and grant funding goes, San Francisco 
still fares better than most cities. Still, 
many writers have to either work day 
jobs or numerous side hustles in order 
to make ends meet. 

Rojas Contreras, for instance, used 
to work five different jobs ranging 
from teaching to writing to transla- 
tion. “The sixth job becomes, ‘How do 
you manage those five jobs?” she says. 

It can be stressful, to say the least.

Working another nine-to-five means 
you might not have the energy — or 
time — to write. Being a full-time free- 
lance writer means you won't have the 
safety of healthcare and a 401(k) from 
an employer. 

“How do we continue being able to 
produce, and how do we figure out how 
to live out here?” Bayani asks. “If peo- 
ple just can’t afford living here, what 
does that do to the arts scene?” 

On an individual level, there aren’t 
too many easy solutions. There are 
fellowships and scholarships for those 
with financial need at different San 
Francisco writing institutions, like 
The Ruby, The Writers Grotto, and The 
Writing Salon. With that financial aid, 
these organizations can offer classes, 
mentorship, writing spaces, and more 
for free or at a significantly reduced 
cost. 

It can be useful for growing as a 
writer, but for day-to-day survival, Os- 
tlund recommends finding work with 
healthcare. 

“Teaching high school is probably 
one of the best things for a writer to 
do,” Ostlund says. One, because like 
most jobs, it offers healthcare. Two, 
because Ostlund believes that teaching 
draws upon the same creative energy 
and spontaneity used in writing. That’s 
what her wife does, and together 
they’re able to benefit from Raeff’s 
healthcare. 

Ostlund also knows that the stress 
of a daily nine-to-five can be taxing 
when you also need to generate work 





afterwards. That’s why writers might 
want to consider part-time work, if it’s 
sustainable enough financially. 

“It’s harder financially, but it’s eas- 
ier in every other way,” Ostlund says. 
“Psychologically, emotionally, and cer- 
tainly in terms of writing.” 


Finding Community 

Despite all the difficulties, San 
Francisco still boasts a long literary 
history, and a vibrant arts scene. Ona 
Sunday afternoon in the comfort of his 
living room, Dublin hosted an informal 
writing salon (different from The Writ- 
ing Salon, where he works), setting out 
plates of DIY lunchables (crackers with 
cheddar cheese and circles of ham) 
and handing out elderflower seltzers 
with stainless steel straws. This salon 
doubled as Dublin’s informal Andrew 
Yang campaign fundraiser, though not 
everyone there had an opinion on the 
2020 presidential candidate. 

The snacks were a hit, and about 15 
or so writers passed around wine and 
talked about the chapbooks they were 
working on, climate change, their cats, 
and their day jobs before the reading 
started. People took turns sharing 
their work (a poem on LGBTQ+ identi- 
ty and asylum; a children’s book on in- 
clusion and kindness) and cheered for 
one another. Dublin introduced each 
writer before they went on “stage,” a 
section of carpet in front of his bay 
windows, framed with a string of fairy 
lights. 

The goal was to bring writers to- 
gether. Community, Dublin emphasiz- 
es, is integral to writing. That’s one of 
his biggest pieces of advice for anyone 
trying to make it as a writer in the city. 

“Connect and get a feel for the com- 
munity. Participate in it. Don’t go into 
it and go, ‘Oh this is something I want 
to get,” Dublin says. “Contribute to it.” 

It’s hard to imagine writing as a 
group activity, but it actually relies on 
community in more ways than one. 

“So much of writing is an isolating 
practice, but it can’t entirely be that,” 
Bayani says. “You still need other 
people, at the very least for support.” 
If anything, you just need someone to 
complain about writing to. Or some- 
one to keep you accountable — espe- 
cially if you're trying to accomplish a 
month-long challenge like NaNoW- 
riMo. 

“There’s something about writing 
with other people that turns on your 
competitive streak,’ Herron says, who 
recommends going to cafes with fellow 
writers, and encouraging each other to 
produce work.

Litquake, ZYZZYVA, etc. But you don’t 
have to sign up for recurring classes 
or pay membership fees in order to 
find a writing community of your own. 
For Rojas Contreras, it’s important to 
create ‘the culture you want to be in.” 
“You don’t always need an institution 
to create,” she says. 

Sometimes it can be just as easy 
as getting a group of people together. 
Sometimes being a writer in San Fran- 
cisco can be as simple as picking up 
your pen and starting to write.

‘Soul of a Nation’ Gives Black Artists Long- 





Overdue Visibility

The National Museum of African 
American History and Culture in Wash- 
ington, D.C. is the most important 
American museum to open in the past 
decade. 

Its massive, ground-floor photo 
montage shows every historical aspect 
of the Black American experience. 

The museum, which opened in 2016, 
exhibits an impressive collection of 
art and art history, but it’s not an art 
museum — which is why the United 
States needs traveling art exhibits like 
“Soul of a Nation: Art in the Age of 
Black Power 1963-1983.” 

The exhibit chronicles an era of 
Black art in a way that’s similar to the 
approach of the National Museum of 
African American History and Culture: 
by introducing us to scores of people — 
many widely known, but many hardly 
at all beyond small circles — who, 
in different geographical locations, 
collectively comprise a vital period of 
American history. 

Art history is often reduced to a 
handful of “famous” artists, but “Soul 
of a Nation” gives credit where credit 
is due: to artists who — even without 
prestigious gallery representation or 
museum shows at the time — were 
making art that had something im- 
portant to say, and said it well. “Soul of 
a Nation,” which opened last weekend 
at the de Young Museum, raises two 
important questions: Why did it take a 


prestigious London museum (the Tate 
Modern) to initiate an exhibit about 
historical Black art in America, and 
why weren't the artists in “Soul of a 
Nation” more widely celebrated in the 
early 1960s through the early 1980s? 

The answers are related — and also 
point to a still-relevant issue, says 
Linda Goode Bryant, the founding 
director of Just Above Midtown, a New 
York gallery space that existed from 
1974 to 1986 and was the first to ex- 
hibit work by African-American artists 
in a major gallery district. At the de 
Young, “Soul of a Nation” celebrates 
Just Above Midtown in one of its nine 
thematic galleries. 

“It makes sense, quite frankly, 
because for an American institution 
to have initiated this show — in the 
way it’s presented — would have made 
these institutions admit something 
they have a hard time admitting, and 
still do not admit right now, in this 
moment: That it was you [the institu- 
tions] who were responsible for keep- 
ing people out,” Bryant told SF Weekly 
at the de Young press review for “Soul 
of a Nation.” “And we said, ‘Fuck you.’ 
That’s really what it was. We said, ‘We 
exist. We are free within ourselves. It 
has nothing to do with you.’ So then 
how do you put this in an institution 
now and not acknowledge that, and 
not question what it means going for- 
ward?” 

“Soul of a Nation” opens with art 
from the Spiral group, a collective of 
New York African-American artists 


who organized in 1963 and exhibited 
work in 1965 that was solely in black 
and white. Romare Bearden was Spi- 
ral’s best-known artist, but members 
included Charles Alston, Norman Lew- 
is, Hale Woodruff, and Emma Amos, 
its only female participant whose work 
in the de Young’s thematic gallery is a 
canvas of smudges, swooshes, drops, 
and layers that are the essence of ab- 
straction. Amos’ untitled work seems 
void of anything political. But inches 
away at the de Young is Norman Lewis’ 
1960 black-and-white painting called 
America the Beautiful, which at first 
glance is another abstract canvas but 
whose semi-formed shapes include 
hoods, crosses, and other contours 
that connote the Ku Klux Klan. And 
there’s Lewis’ Processional, whose 
giant, horizontal light beam of white 
shapes — sandwiched between thick 
black borders — references the 1965 
civil rights marches in Alabama that 
were some of the era’s most defining 
acts. Lewis took part in the massive 
1963 March on Washington protest 
that culminated in Martin Luther King 
Jr.’s “I Have a Dream” speech, but he 
didn’t want paintings like Processional 
and America the Beautiful to be defined 
just through a social lens. Lewis, who 
died in 1979, said in 1966 of Proces- 
sional: “I am not interested in an illus- 
trative statement that merely mirrors 
some of the social conditions, but in 
my work I am for something of deeper 
artistic and philosophical content.” 

This “deeper” vision defines the 
art throughout “Soul of a Nation,” 
including Roy DeCarava’s photography 
from the 1960s and 70s. DeCarava 
will always have a place in the canon 
of photography for his jazz photos and 
civil rights images, but among the de 
Young's stunning pieces is DeCarava’s 
1978 work called Across the street, 
night, New York — a moody, atmo- 
spheric look at a row of Harlem houses 
that plays with light, darkness, and 
shadows. 

DeCarava was the first Afri- 
can-American photographer to receive 
a Guggenheim fellowship, and “Soul of 
a Nation” connects him to the wider 
community of Black photographers, in- 
cluding those at the Harlem-centered 
Kamoinge Workshop. DeCarava, who 
died in 2009, was the workshop’s first 


director, but the group included many, 
many others, including Beuford Smith, 
who founded The Black Photographers 
Annual — a seminal review in the 
mid-1970s that featured Black pho- 
tographers capturing the lives of other 
Black Americans. Few cultural funders 
wanted to support The Black Photogra- 
phers Annual, just like few higher-ups 
at museums and mainstream media 
outlets wanted to publish images by 
African-American photographers that 
showed African-Americans leading 
everyday lives. It took five years for The 
Black Photographers Annual to become a 
reality, but Smith wasn’t willing to give 
up, and an African-American funder 
named Joe Crawford was — after three 
years — finally able to provide the 
money, Smith said at the de Young’s 
press preview. 

“If Joe Crawford hadn’t come up 
with the money, we couldn’t have 
published it,” said Smith, a vaunted 
photographer who is Kamoinge Work- 
shop’s president-emeritus. “I tried to 
get the money from other people. One 
guy was going to give us $10,000 to 
do it, but we had to do pornographic 
movies [for him]. And I said, ‘No, we’re 
not going to get involved in nothing 
like that.’ ” 

The exhibit’s iteration at the de 
Young includes the work of Bay Area 
artists but drops some work that was 
on display in London and other ven- 
ues. What remains, without question, 
is a sense that the artists in “Soul of a 
Nation” were part of a milestone civil 
rights push. Their contributions and 
their art may have been overlooked at 
the time, or may have been categorized 
as “black art” rather than “art,” or may 
have been isolated in exhibits without 
context or backstories. “Soul of a Na- 
tion” tries to reintroduce those back- 
stories as it connects the artists and 
their work to the civil-rights changes 
that were enacted through marches, 
bloodshed, tumult, and personal hard- 
ship. American flags are a motif that 
reoccurs in the more than 150 works. 
David Hammons’ body print and silk- 
screen work from 1968, Boy with Flag, 
is an especially jarring piece. And Faith 
Ringgold’s American People Series #18: 
The Flag Is Bleeding, from 1967, is a 
wall-sized lineup of unified Black and 
White people locked in arms even as 
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blood has splattered all around them. 

Ringgold, who was born in Harlem, 
was one of many African-American 
artists who led protests against New 
York’s august art institutions in the 
late ’60s and early ’70s. Those same 
institutions have since embraced her 
work, as in MoMA’s 2016 purchase 
of Ringgold’s American People Series 
#20: Die, which is much more graphic 
than American People Series #18: The 
Flag Is Bleeding. In an email interview 
with SF Weekly, Ringgold — who'll 
turn 90 next year — says these ear- 
lier American People pieces have new 
relevance because they’re connecting 
with audiences at a more advanced 
time in American culture. “We are 
living,” Ringgold says, “in a different 
time where ethnicity is reflected in art, 
culture, and dance. That makes people 
more familiar with it.” 

“Soul of a Nation” arrives in San 
Francisco from a run at The Broad in 
Los Angeles, after earlier runs at the 
Crystal Bridges Museum of American 
Art in Bentonville, Arkansas, and the 
Brooklyn Museum. The Tate Modern 
debuted the exhibit in 2017, and the 
exhibit’s co-curator, Mark Godfrey, 
tells SF Weekly that the Tate could or- 
ganize “Soul of a Nation” because the 
museum is outside the United States 
and could see that an exhibit of this 
scope was needed to understand a fun- 
damental period of African-American 
art. 

In the end, it matters less that “Soul 
of a Nation” originated outside the 
United States and more that “Soul of 
a Nation” found its way here, and that 
the exhibit’s soul-stirring art — like 
Barkley Hendricks’ What’s Going On 
and Betye Saar’s The Liberation of Aunt 
Jemima — can be united in the same 
space, achieving a level of unity and 
attention that was unimaginable at 
the start of the tumultuous 1960s and 
even the 1970s.

Things that go bump in the night 


are much less frightening than a couple 
of random hookups in TheatreFIRST’s 
anthology of ghost stories From the 
Ground Up (through Nov. 17). On the 
way inside, an usher said that the play 
would be “immersive” but the theater is 
so dark throughout the performance it’s 
often hard to confirm that description. 
The carefully composed set is jam- 
packed with shelves that are stacked and 
overflowing with bottles and bric-a-brac, 
a dusty Paxton Gate that hasn't gotten 
any new inventory, or customers, for de- 
cades. 

Our host for the evening is a hunch- 
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backed crone known as The Shopkeep- 
er (Tierra Allen). Her labored breathing 
and terrible posture suggest that she’s 
creepy enough to take over The Crypt 
Keeper’s job. Like the mysterious Da- 
vid S. Pumpkins, we don’t find out her 
origin story. She snakes around the 
room, between the small stage and the 
audience, in search of matches. But pay 
attention to the gibberish that keeps 
sputtering out of the corners of her 
mouth. It will ultimately tie all eight 
tales together. 

Not that a single, unifying theme 
emerges. Some of the sketches are just 
a few lines long, ideas that are starting 
to take shape rather than fully formed. 
Others achieve a certain amount of 
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momentum and then come to an end 
without achieving a lasting impact. In 
the anthology opener “Bolo” by Lisa 
Marie Rollins, Jorgé (Juan Berumen) 
knocks on Tala’s (Eliza Boivin) caravan 
door. She’s muttering an incantation 
while mixing ingredients for a tinc- 
ture or a spell. They talk about what it 
would mean for her, a gypsy sorceress, 
to have a baby. Since the darkness 
cloaks their expressions, I tried to zero 
in on the emotions in their exchange, 
but without luck. I couldn’t tell if they 
had been lovers or if she was suggest- 
ing that they should be. A vengeful 
wraith then shakes her home until it 
trembles. After she wards it off, “Bolo” 
too is spirited away.

The actors in Steve Yockey’s “Brutal” 
capitalize on the playwright’s contem- 
porary language, and its directness, to 
turn an urban myth into something 
realistic and frightening. Henry (Jer- 
emy Marquis) shows up at the house 
of a potential trick (Yohana Ansa- 
ri-Thomas) he’s chatted with online. 
Ansari-Thomas is lying prone on his 
stomach waiting for Henry to role-play 
an agreed-upon intrusion scene. But 
when he opens the door, Henry gets 
cold feet and wants to suss the situa- 
tion out first. The trick flirts with him 
while also insinuating that something 
sinister is going on upstairs in the at- 
tic. Both Marquis and Ansari-Thomas 
convey the thrill and the weird tension 


that arises when two strangers meet 
up to have sex. 

Brit Frazier’s “Boohag” follows 
“Brutal” and further extends the pu- 
ritan belief that a drunken one-night 
stand might not be beneficial for the 
soul. Man (LaMont Ridgell) tells us, in 
a glorious rhythmic drawl, about the 
night he met a mythical creature called 
the Boohag (Tierra Allen). Frazier sets 
the story up by comparing the singing 
churchgoers with pleasure-seeking 
sinners like Man. He hears the sound 
of a gospel choir but passes it by fora 
nightclub. There he’s enchanted by a 
woman singing “I Want a Little Sugar 
in My Bowl.” If a man was ever willing 
to give up his soul to have a woman, 
he'd be first in line to sell it to the 
devil. 

From this point on, the strength of 
Frazier’s humid Southern atmosphere 
permeates the other pieces. With a ref- 
erence to a slave owner, Arisa White’s 
confounding “Rock, Scissors, Paper” 
must have also been set in the South 
but the lingering specificity of “Boo- 
hag” helped to ground its vagueness. 
While Andre’s (Jeremy Marquis) in 
bed, time stops as a couple of ghosts 
drop by to ask him for a blood sacrifice. 
White is either inventing or adapting 
a fable or folktale about troubled re- 
lationships between fathers and sons. 
But the details in the narrative, about 
an ancient curse, are confusing and 
need to be ironed out. In this itera- 
tion, the author’s intention to terrify 
doesn’t succeed. 

For From the Ground Up to work 
its magic upon you, for the spells to 
sink in, approach it with an air of in- 
nocence. Pretend you're about to take 
that spooky ride through The Haunted 
Mansion at Disneyland for the very 
first time.

When Gypsy Rose Lee Came to 
an Francisco

In the late 1960s, Gypsy Rose 
Lee — a famed burlesque performer 
known for her droll and “intellectual” 
stripteases — came to San Francisco 
and lived in a Tenderloin hotel to star 
in her own self-titled talk show. 

If you tuned into KGO-TV, you 
might have seen Gypsy slinging a link 
of sausages like a scarf around her 
neck, or interviewing actor Richard 
Deacon about his insomnia, or pull- 
ing off her gloves with exaggerated 
movements — one of her most infa- 
mous stage acts. Gypsy Rose Lee was 
like no other entertainer of her day. 
Using bombast and a self-aware, wry 
humor, she would become a lasting 
icon in the burlesque. 

The span of Gypsy Rose Lee’s 
life is the kind of stuff of Wikipedia 
rabbit holes, and its origin story was 
immortalized in 1959 by the six-time 
Tony Award-winning musical Gypsy, 
based off her 1957 memoir. Bay Area 
Musicals’ run of Gypsy plays at Alca- 
zar Theatre through Dec. 8, andisa 
full-hearted rendition of her rags to 
riches journey against a backdrop of 
the Great Depression, and the toxic 
relationship shared between Gypsy 
Rose Lee and her mother. 

Gyspy Rose Lee’s mother, Rose, 
isn’t the titular character, but she’s 
arguably an equal protagonist to 
Gypsy herself. Played by Ariel Mor- 
genstern, Rose walks a fine line 
between an aggressively attentive 
mother and a selfish fame-seeker 
who is, for lack of a better term, 
clingy. Back when Gypsy was still 
named Louise, Rose cast her aside for 
her sister, June. (June was supposed 
to be the star, Louise was deemed 
“talentless.”) She drags them all over 
the country performing a washed-up 
vaudeville act that no one seems to 
enjoy. It’s only when June runs away 
that Rose starts to hone in all her 
energy onto Gypsy, desperate to make 
her into a star. 

Listing all the manipulative tac- 
tics Rose uses to tighten her already 
ironclad grip on her daughters’ lives 
— sometimes at the expense of their 
own success or happiness — would 
just be summarizing the events of 
the play. What you need to know is 
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how Ariel Morgenstern complicates 
the character, bringing a performance 
that is venomous when Rose is cruel, 
empathizable when Rose finds her 
original purpose obsolete, and unde- 
niably admirable when Rose fights 
tooth and nail for her children. Mor- 
genstern delivers the closing number, 
“Rose’s Turn,’ with unhindered force. 
And as for Gypsy herself — so 
much of Louise’s character growth is 
mashed into the penultimate song, 
when Louise, played by Jade Shojaee, 
transforms herself from a “talentless” 
insecure actor into the famed bur- 
lesque dancer that is Gypsy. The song 
Let Me Entertain You is a bit contro- 
versial: It’s repetitive, and it literally 
passes through eras in Gypsy’s career, 


trying to show how Gypsy becomes 

a star with not very much time. But 
Shojaee manages the character trans- 
formation elegantly. At the start of 
the song, Louise is shy, and unwilling 
to be in the spotlight. At the end, it’s 
hard to see Gypsy as anyone else but 
Gypsy. 

Bay Area Musicals clearly brought 
the right people for the roles. (They 
also had a real life dog, Teddy Bear 
Ngyuen, playing Chowsie, eliciting 
many awwws from the audience.) The 
only detractions from their perfor- 
mances come from issues with the 
props and set: A stage curtain that re- 
fuses to close and loves to get caught 
on other props; unpainted wood that 
looks a bit sloppy in comparison to 
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the care put into the rest 

of the set. It’s a nitpicky 
critique when the show man- 
ages to cycle through an im- 
pressive number of set piec- 
es and settings with some 
clever tactics: signs projected 
on both sides of the theater, 
the back end of a train, 
Rose’s name spelled out in 
lights as tall as a person. This 
production of Gypsy is still a 
full-bodied dramatization of 
an incredible life, and of how 
despite all odds, everything 
(eventually) came up roses.

Scandalous 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Landmark 
Opera Plaza. 


The road to Hell may be paved with good 
intentions, but the grout is still bad people 
doing bad things, and Mark Landsman’s 
Scandalous: The Untold Story of the National 
Enquirer is the latest but surely not last entry 
into the How We Got Into This Hellscape 
documentary subgenre. Indeed, its opening 
credits are over flaming pieces of the 
newspaper wafting above a fire like so much 
yellow-journalism brimstone. At first, the 
story Scandalous tells is weirdly charming in its 
Citizen Kane retroness: Mafia scion Generoso 
Pope bought and rebranded the New York 
Enquirer in the 1950s, doing everything he 
could to sell papers regardless of taste. Pope 
struck gold with celebrity gossip which proved 
irresistible to shoppers waiting in checkout 
lines: Dolly Parton gets depressed! Elizabeth 
Taylor gets fat! It was venal at best, but in 
retrospect it was all fine and good until the 
apolitical Pope died in 1988, and the second 
half of Scandalous draws a line from the 
Enquirer's right-wing, post-Pope owners to the 
Trump presidency. Scandalous is kinda fun until 
it becomes a reminder of why we can’t have 
nice things — and even then, the “nice thing” 
in question is the fuckin’ National Enquirer 
back when its worst sin was printing a picture 
of Elvis Presley’s corpse. Welcome to Hell.

Celebration 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 


“It’s crazy an atheist could write such religious 
music.” So says industrialist Pierre Bergé 
about composer Gioachino Rossini at the end 
of Olivier Meyrou’s documentary Celebration, 
and it may be the key to everything preceding 
it. It also may not, since opacity is kind of the 
point in this look at the work behind Yves 
Saint Laurent’s final haute couture show in 
2001. Celebration implies that Saint Laurent’s 
partner Bergé was the one running the show, 
which by all accounts is why the film has been 
suppressed since 2007. Beyond noting he’s 
the last couturier to still be running a fashion 
house they themselves originated, the film 
doesn’t give any context about Saint Laurent, 
but even going in cold it’s impossible not to 
be troubled by the fact that the man is clearly 
no longer all there. Rather than being an 
elegiac tribute, Celebration is constructed like 
a horror movie. Much of this comes from the 
warbling, often atonal electronic score by the 
late composer Francois-Eudes Chanfrault. He 
had primarily done horror films, most notably 
Alexandre Aja’s Haute Tension, and cuts to 

the seemingly causally-disconnected Saint 
Laurent in Celebration are often accompanied 
by spooky looping voices. Though a document 
of an ostensible celebration, Celebration is 
never celebratory, and maybe that’s the point. 
Sometimes it takes an atheist. SC

San Francisco's First Vegan 
Filipino Restaurant Arrives 





People used to call Reina Montenegro an “abomination.” Now she's opening her third storefront.

In 2017, Reina Montenegro saved 
her restaurant, Nick’s Kitchen, from the 
brink of closure with a drastic move: She 
stripped the place of its original equip- 
ment, stocked the kitchen with soy pro- 
tein, and converted the Bay Area Filipino 
restaurant into an entirely vegan menu. 

She wasn't sure if it was going to 
be a complete failure or not. But the 
move would prove to be life-changing. 
Montenegro raised their daily revenue 
from $50 to $2,000 per day, opened a 
second “upscale” Nick’s in South San 
Francisco in 2018, and then a third — 
just recently — on World Vegan Day in 
San Francisco’s SoMa district. 

Nick’s on Mission is the first vegan 
Filipino restaurant in the city. It serves 
bright purple ube pancakes, a thai 
“beef” basil made up of plant protein, 
grilled mushrooms, and tofu sisig. 
Montenegro cooks the tofu three times 
to get the texture just right. It also has 
a special place in Montenegro’s heart: 
San Francisco was the first place she 
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landed when she first arrived from the 
Philippines. 

Nick’s on Mission is a long way 
from where Montenegro first started 
with the restaurant. Montenegro had 
bought the Daly City “hole-in-the-wall” 
kitchen from Nick himself following 
his retirement, at his request, in 2015. 
At first, fearing backlash, Montenegro 
kept everything exactly as it was. 

“Filipino food is all about meat,” she 
says, which posed a problem. Monte- 
negro had converted to veganism for 
her health. “So I said, ‘I’m not going to 
be able to eat at my own restaurant, | 
guess.” 

But soon, Montenegro realized that 
her heart just wasn’t in it. And that 
was affecting business. 

“T just remember not being there 
very much, and the business wasn’t do- 
ing very well,” Montenegro says. “And 
my partner at the time said, ‘Hey, this 
thing is hurting you. Either you change 
it, or you let it go.” 

So Montenegro decided to change 
it. She swapped out all the equipment 
to avoid cross-contamination, burned 


sage (“I was doing a cleanse because 
there was a lot of death in that place”), 
and rebranded Nick’s Kitchen as a 
vegan restaurant. She sent out a press 
release that she called “so lame” and 
hoped for the best. And that’s exactly 
what happened. 

“It was like wildfire. Everyone was 
sharing, sharing, sharing,” Montene- 
gro says. The vegan community had 
caught wind of Nick’s new menu. “We 
had lines out the doors. We ran out 
of food every night. I was working 18 
hours every night.” 

The initial success was outstand- 
ing. “I was crying. I couldn't believe 
the amount of support I was getting,” 
Montenegro says. It saved Nick’s, en- 
couraged Montenegro to open up two 
more locations, and kept her work in 
line with her values of environmental- 
ism and healthy eating — two things 
she believes are intrinsically tied to 
veganism. But it wasn’t without back- 
lash. 

“T’ve been called so many names,” 
Montenegro says. “I’m an ‘abomina- 
tion of tradition. What I’m doing is an 
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‘oxymoron, ‘a disgrace.” 

A lot of her biggest critics come 
from those with an “older, traditional 
mindset” from her Filipino community. 

“Tm trying to spread my culinary 
activism with my people,’ Montenegro 
says. ‘Because they’re the hardest to 
convert, to be honest.” 

But Montenegro tries not to let that 
bother her. 

“Tm not fazed by that. I’m here to 
save lives. Saving the environment and 
your health and the animals is huge,” 
Montenegro says. “It doesn’t matter 
what people say. It doesn’t matter if 
I don’t make any money. I believe in 
what I’m doing.”

Julia Jacklin’s Songs to Live By 





Two gorgeous albums later, the Aussie indie rocker is learning to embrace the songwriter label. 


Julia Jacklin

You can call Julia Jacklin a 
songwriter. 

She writes gentle, alt-country-ad- 
jacent indie rock songs for a living and 
goes around the world performing 
them for audiences. She is, by defini- 


tion, a songwriter. That’s how it works. 


But Jacklin thinks it’s weird. 

She didn’t think to call herself 
that. Other people did first. But she 
has come to terms with it. With two 
albums to show for it, 2016’s Don’t Let 
the Kids Win and this year’s Crushing, 
it’s more than fair to say she’s earned 
it. 

For Jacklin, neither album was a 
sure thing. She has no set protocol or 
routine; she doesn’t just sit down and 
work until a song comes out. Instead 
she writes as the spirit moves her. “I 
just write based off need because I’m 


trying to process something,” she says. 


“That’s a terrifying place to be in as a 
songwriter because you have to be pa- 
tient and hope that things happen.” 
After finishing the well-received 
Don’t Let the Kids Win, Jacklin was 
worried that the album might be the 
end of her career. She had exactly one 
album in her, and that one album was 
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written and recorded and mixed and 
mastered and released, and that was 
that. And now other people were call- 
ing her a songwriter, a title she wasn’t 
sure fit. Does one album a songwriter 
make? 

“It’s weird going from someone who 
has a job and is studying and playing 
music on the weekends to suddenly 
people calling you a songwriter as a 
title,” she says. “I was like, ‘I haven’t 
earned that yet, I’ve only made one re- 
cord so I don’t think I’m a songwriter.’ 
It was a weird time in my head trying 
to come to terms with that title.” 

And then life happened. Jacklin has 
been relatively mum on the develop- 
ments that informed Crushing — the 
end of a significant relationship, the 
death of a close friend — but pro- 
cessing such heavy emotions revealed 
another album within her. Pulling said 
album out of herself took about a year 
and a half — standout “When The 
Family Flies In” materialized in a Motel 
6 in Nashville — and then it ended up 
being something of a breakout record. 

Granted, Jacklin admits that she 
still fears Crushing could be it. Sure, as 
it turns out she had two albums in her, 
rather than just the one. But does she 
have three? Three feels like a lot. 

“Tm having those fears again now, 
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where you are like, ‘I guess that was 
it!” she says. “Songwriting has never 
been something I’ve done methodi- 
cally.” 

Raised in the Blue Mountains out- 
side Sydney, Australia, Jacklin started 
writing songs in her late teens after 
spending two years at a music high 
school. Growing up she loved Avril 
Lavigne — “That album, Let Go, I was 
listening to it three days ago in the car 
and remembering how I used to listen 
to that and feel so many things,” she 
says. Her family wasn’t particularly 
musical, although her mother sang in 
a choir and she attended a music high 
school for two years. Jacklin knew she 
wanted to sing and perform from the 
start, but wasn’t sure exactly how to go 
about it. 

“When I was younger I thought 
I would be a singer and I would also 
be a writer, but I never connected the 
two. They were very separate to me,’ 
Jacklin recalls. “It wasn’t until my 
friend taught me some guitar chords 
that suddenly I was like, ‘Oh! I can 
actually put writing and singing into 
one thing!” 

She moved into Sydney proper at 
19 and started singing backup ina 
band. She took up guitar onstage par- 
tially because she “felt really awkward 


standing there without anything in my 
hands.” 

Three years later and with some 
songwriting experience to show for it, 
she flew to Southern California and 
hopped on a Greyhound bus in Los An- 
geles, guitar in tow (but without a cell 
phone). She headed toward New York, 
stopping in San Francisco, Las Vegas, 
Memphis, New Orleans, and, most no- 
tably, Nashville, where she played the 
city’s famous open mic nights “with 
stars in my eyes.” 

“T have a lot of nostalgia for it 
because I feel like it might have been 
the happiest time of my life in a weird 
way, she says. “That was a particularly 
interesting and joyous experience. Just 
catching buses across America, it was 
very romantic to my 22-year-old self.” 

Two years later she would make a 
return trip, do it all again, and record 
“Don't Let the Kids Win” upon return- 
ing to Australia. 

Now she’s 29 and two albums into 
her career. This is her job and she’s a 
professional. She didn’t just set her 
feelings to music and hope for a few 
listeners. Yes, her lyrical style tends 
toward the evocative and the confes- 
sional, but that’s a conscious choice 
she’s making. 

“T didn’t just drop my diary and sud- 
denly I’m a victim of my own thoughts 
that I’m exposing to the world. I’m 
making very clear choices as to what 
I write about and sing about and I’m 
very much in control of what I choose 
to share,” she says. “It’s annoying when 
you re treated like you’re some sad girl 
who’s about to collapse in tears on- 
stage. I’m a songwriter. I know exactly 
what I’m doing and the effect that it’s 
having.” 

Which is also to say that Jacklin is 
doing something of an artistic balanc- 
ing act: negotiating both the self-doubt 
inherent to being an intelligent musi- 
cian with an audience and the perva- 
sive (and sexist) impulse to write off 
the women of indie rock if they draw 
on deep personal experiences. 

Jacklin is no such delicate flower. 
She’s a songwriter. 

“It’s a strange thing to call myself,” 
she admits. “But I’ve accepted it now.”

SAVAGE LOVE \ SISSY THAT TALK 


Don't Let Your 
Partner Shame You 


Emotional baggage is no excuse for 
hypocrisy.

My boyfriend and I met online to explore our 
kinks. Wed both been in relationships with kink- 
shaming people who screwed with our heads. Since 
we werent thinking it was more than a hookup, we 
put all our baggage on the table early and wound 
up becoming friends. Eventually we realized we 
had a real connection and started a relationship 
where we supported our desire to explore. I've never 
been happier. The only issue is how he gets down on 
himself if I get more attention than he does. After the 
first kink party we went to, he would not stop trying 
to convince me that no one looked at him all evening. 

I tried to boost his confidence, and I also brought up 
things like “You were on a leash, so maybe people 
assumed you were off-limits.” No dice. I couldn't get him 
to even entertain the notion that anyone even looked 

at him. He’s a cross-dressing sissy who loves to be used 
by men—heterosuckual—and he has a lot of baggage 
with every last one of his exes citing his cross-dressing as 
a reason to leave him for a “real” man. To make things 
worse, we have had issues with guys coming over for 
him, finding out there’s a Domme female in the picture, 
and switching focus to me. I feel like I wind up avoiding 
kinky sexual situations (which I love!) because I'm so 
concerned about protecting his ego. I’ve tried using my 
words and we generally communicate well, but he is 
unwilling to entertain any interpretations that don't 
mesh with his theory that he’s obviously undesirable. 
The breaking point for me was this past weekend. He 
encouraged me to go to a swingers party with a friend, 
and I had a blast. It was super-empowering, and all I 
wanted to do was tell him every detail—the way he will 
when he services cock—and he was so jealous that I 

was able to effortlessly get so much attention, he wasn't 
ready to hear it. It made me feel the same sex shame I felt 
with my ex. It also made me feel like he was insinuating 
how could I get so lucky, which hit all my chubby girl 
self-conscious places hard. Any advice you have would be 
greatly appreciated! 

Seeking Insightful Stress Solution, Yup 


Tell that sissy to get over herself. 

Your boyfriend is making you feel guilty about 
something you have no control over: Women get 
more attention at mixed-gender sex/play parties 
than men do. And as far as your respective kinks go, 
SISSY, there are always going to be more people out 
there who want to get with Domme women than 
guys who want to get with/be serviced by submissive 
heterosuckual cross-dressers. Your boyfriend will 
always attract less interest than you do at a kink 
party, just as someone who goes to a BDSM play 
party hoping to do a little knife play will attract less 
interest than someone who's looking for a little light 
bondage. Instead of counting the number of guys 
who approach you at a party and then trying to 
ruin your night for getting more attention than he 
does, your boyfriend has to make the most of every 
opportunity that comes his way. 


And if some guy approaches him at a play party 
only to realize he’s on a leash, SISSY, isn’t that guy 
supposed to turn his attention to the Dominant 
partner? If your boyfriend could resist the urge to 
spiral down at those moments—f he could resist 
the urge to make himself the center of negative 
attention—those men would probably turn their 
attention back to him at some point, particularly 
if you encouraged/gave them permission to do so. 
(You could and perhaps should also make it clear 
to anyone who approaches you at some-if-not-all 
kink parties that youre a package deal: You play 
together or you don’t play at all. But even then, your 
boyfriend has to accept that you'll be leveraging your 
desirability on both your behalves and be at peace 
with it. 

Usually when I advise readers to “use their 
words,’ it’s about making sexual needs clear, i.e., 
asking for what we want with the understanding 
that we may not always get what we want. But what 
you need (and you need to use your words to get), 
SISSY, is for your boyfriend to knock this petty, 
hypocritical slut-shaming shit off. (He’s essentially 
shaming you for being the slut he'd like to be.) It 
might help if you got him to recognize and grieve 
and accept not just the reality of the situation— 
women with more mainstream kinks are more in 
demand at mixed-gender kink parties than men with 
niche kinks—but also the risk he’s running here: His 
insecurities are sabotaging your relationship. Him 
setting traps for you—like encouraging you to go 
out and play only to make you feel terrible about 
it afterward—and making hurting insinuations 
about your attractiveness is making this relationship 
untenable. Tell him that you're going to dump him 
if he can’t get a grip. And then ask him what will be 
worse—being partnered with someone who gets 
more attention than he does in kink and swinger 
spaces or being a single male in those spaces. (It’s 
a trick question, at least partly, as many of those 
spaces don’t allow single males.) 


Straight woman here with a penis question: My 
current partner is uncircumcised, which I am completely 
fine with. However, his foreskin is so tight that it can't be 
pulled back over the head of his penis. I did my research 
and discovered the issue is phimosis. I asked him about it, 
and he said it’s always been this way and that sometimes 
it is painful.

Looking on the bright side: Phimosis is easily 
treated, if you can persuade your boyfriend to ask his doctor 
about it. Smearing a steroid cream on his cock could stretch 
and loosen the foreskin. And if the cream doesn’t work, then 
a full or partial Grcumcision will do the trick.
